part of this colony by a ^tornado and 
floods. It is Impossible aa yet to tell 
how many persons lost their lives, but 
it is known that great numbers were 
drowned. The damage to property is 
estimated at 93,500,000. Several coast- 
ing vessels are missing, and it is be- 
lieved that they have either foun- 
dered or been driven ashore, and that 
all aboard of them were lost.

He had expected to be the dele- 
gation leader and the first man in the 
eye of the expected Republican presi- 
dent, but Warmoth, whose way he bad 
blocked before the sugar planters and in 
the convention worked hard for revenge, 
and got it. Warmoth got more than 
this. He was on the committee of reso- 
lutions and cleverly introduced a plank 
indorsing the nominations of the sugar 
planters. It had been held all along 
that in pjder to promote the party or- 
ganization, even in case fusion was de- 
cided upon, the fusion candidates had 
to be nominated in regular form and 
made regular Republican nominees—a 
mere indorsement of the sugar planters' 
ticket would weaken the sugar men, the 
Republican party. 


Neverthless, Warmoth not only got 


the indorsement Itto the resolutions, but 
through the convention. His argument 
was that the planters had carried elec- 
tions for the Democracy, and they would 
now carry them for the Republicans, 
and do more to protect negro votes than 
a force bill. The planters are solid for 
McKinley, and may send a delegation to 
St. Louis alarming to the national party 
in Louisiana. 
'The McKinley men also claim that 


Demas and Vance, the other two dele- 
gates at large, are McKinley men, al- 
though the Reed men hold their pre- 
election promise. Morton men also 
claim Vance as an entering wedge in the 
State delegation. The Reed and McKin- 
ley men each claim 12 votes in the state 
delegation. Each has six on the fact) of 
the papers, and nobody can tell what 
anybody will have when the convention 
meets.

To Provide for the Maintenance of Schools 


of Mines. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—At the meet- 


ing of the house committee on mines 
and mining yesterday a favorable re- 
port was ordered made on the bill 
authorizing the payment to each of 
the public land states of 25 per cent, of 
the receipts from sales of public lands 
in the several states for the mainte- 
nance of schools ermines; provided 
that the states themselves shall ap- 
propriate a like sum for the same pur- 
pose. A similar bill has passed the 
senate. 


A bill providing a general revision 


of the mining laws was discussed for 
some time and finally referred to a 
subcommittee. 


Colorado's Lucky Windfall. 


DBSVEB, Col., Feb. 1.—The secretary 


of state will to-day turn over to the 
state treasury 853,800. This represents 
the fees collected by the secretary dur- 
ing January for incorporations, most 
of which were mining companies. 


In December the fees turned into the 


state treasury amounted to 933,000.

involved.

SALISBURY SPEAKS. 


Explains His Position on the Moo- 


roe Doctrine 


AHD PRACTICALLY SUBSCRIBES TO IT. 


Tells Why England Has Not Met the 


Demands of Christendom in Sup- 


pressing Turkish Cruelty in Ar- 


menia—Worse to be Avoided, 


Feb. 
1.—Prime Minister 


Salisbury delivered a speech here last 
night, in the course of which he re- 
butted the statements made Thursday 
night by Mr. John Morely to the 
electors of Arbroath, concerning the 
Monroe doctrine. 
Mr. Morley said 


that Lord Salisbury had blundered in 
seeming to question the Monroe doc- 
trine, and that if there ever was a 
question that should be arbitrated it 
was the Venezuelan boundary ques- 
tion. 


Lord Salisbury said last night that 


although the doctrine formed no part 
of international law, his dispatch to 
Secretary Olney supported it as a rule 
of policy as strongly and distinctly as 
possible, but in the form in which 
Monroe himself understood it. 


The prime minister expressed sym- 


pathy with the Armenians, but denied 
that Great Britain was under any 
obligation to declare war against the 
sultan of Turkey in order to compel 
him to govern justly; and cited the 
treaties in proof of his contention. 
He ascribed the atrocities to the 
passions of race and 
creed. He 


believed that the sultan's govern- 
ment was wretched and impotent, 
but there was no ground for 
> \- 


agining 
that the sultan had i..- 


stigated the massacres. It might be 
asked why Europe did not interfere. 
He could only answer for England. 
She had lacked the power to do the 
only thing necessary to end the 
trouble, namely, to militarily occupy 
the Turkish provinces. None of the 
powers wished so to occupy them. 


Lord Salisbury said that he con- 


curred iu the phlicy that the only 
authority, albeit it was an evil one, in 
that country, was the prestige of the 
sultan's name. Patience must be exee- 
cised and his majesty must be given 
time to enforce the reforms he had 
promised. 
He remarked upon the 


gradual return of order in. Ana- 
tolia during the last few weeks, 
although he admitted 
that these 


signs should not be trusted too 
much. 
He concluded by declaring 


that if Great Britain did not co-oper- 
ate with the other powers she must 
act against them, which would lead to 
calamities far more, awful than the 
Armenian massacre?

house bond bill, with the finance com- 
mittee's free-coinage substitute, was 
sighted to-day, when an unanimous 
agreement wss made that after an 
evening session, to be devoted to clear- 
Ing off belated speeches, a recess shall 
be taken till to-morrow morning, and 
then, after Mr. Merrill (rep., Vt.) shall 
have been heard, the discussion shall 
go on under the five-minute rale until 
two o'clock p. m., when the final vote 
is to be taken. 


There were three speeches made on 


the subject to-day, Mr. Vilas (dem., 
Wis.) spoke for two hours and three- 
quarters in opposition both to the bill 
and the substitute. The other two 
speeches were in support of the free 
coinage substitute. They were made 
by Senators Kates (dem., Tenn.) and 
Pasco (dem.. Fill.). At four o'clock p. 
m,, a recess wan taken until 7:30 p. m. 


When the senate resumed its session 


at 7:3(1 Mr. Pasco (dem., Fla.) resumed 
his spt-ech and continued it to the end, 
which was reached at 8:05. 


Mr, Palmer (dem., 111.) gave notice 


of an amendment, declaring it to 
be the policy of the United States 
to maintain the 
parity 
between 


the gold and silver dollars and 
to maintain the equal power of both 
gold and silver in the markets and in 
the payment of debts; and it directs the 
secretary of the treasury to exercise 
the discretion vested in him, so as in 
his judgment to better advance and 
promote the policy thus declared. 


Mr. Caffery, (dem., La.) then ad- 


dressed the senate in opposition to the 
free coinage substitute. 


The evening session lasted till 10 p. 


m. when the recess was further ex 
tended to to-morning morning at 11 
o'clock. 


The house to-day, in committee of 


the whole, entered upon the consider- 
ation of the bill making appropriations 
for the District of Columbia for -the 
year ending June SO, 18U6, and after 
acting on some of its schedules th e 
committee rose, and the house took a 
recess until eight o'clock for the con- 
sideration of private pension bills. 


The following bill* were pause* ear- 


lier in the day: Authorizing the secre- 
tary of the treasury to exclude from 
the operations of the internal revenue 
law, except as to the payment of taxes, 
brandies mode from all fruits, as well 
as that made from apples, peaches or 
grapes, as provided'in the present tariff 
law; changing the time of holding dis- 
trict and circuit courts in the north- 
ern division of the eastern district of 
Tennessee; joint resolution to permit 
the Society of Christian Endeavor to 
use the lot just south of the White 
House during its national convention 
in Washington next July; authorizing 
the secretary of the navy to appoint 
ex-naval Cadets Ryan, Moris and 
Wells as assistant engineers. 


The contested election cases of Ro- 


senthal vs. Cro.wley, from the tenth 
Texas district, was settled in favor of 
the sitting member, Crowley (dem.), 
upon the unanimous report of commit- 
tee on elections No. 2. Mr. Rosenthal 
did not avail himself of the privilege 
accorded him yesterday of addressing 
the house for an hour in his own be- 
half.

THE GERMAN NAVY. 


Kamars tk»t the Effort to InorafcM Its 


Strength Will Raptare the Cabinet. 
LONDON, Feb. 1.—Yesterday morn- 


ing's London newspapers reproduced 
Berlin rumors of impending changes 
in the German ministry owing to res- 
ignations because of differences among 
the ministers in regard to increasing 
the strength of the navy, but none of 
them attaches any importance to the 
reports. The Berlin Post of January 
20 contained an emphatic denial of the 
suggestion that plans for an extensive 
increase of the German navy were be- 
ing formulated, and also denied with 
equal positiveness that Prince Hohen- 
lohe, the imperial chancellor, and oth- 
ers of the ministers were about to re- 
sign. 


The Berlin representative of. the 


United Press learned upon unquestion- 
able authority on January 23 that the 
government had sounded the leaders 
of all the political parties except the 
socialists upon the question of increas- 
ing the strength of the navy with a 
view of asking thereichstag for a 
large loan for the purpose, and that 
the leaders were unanimous in giving 
a negative reply to the proposal. The 
matter was thereupon dropped by the 
government.

Chance led to the discovery in 
the Paris charity hospital the other day 
ot a remedy which, it is claimed, will 
cause burns to cease from being pain- 
ful as soon as it is applied, and which 
will cause the injured flesh to heal with 
marvelous rapidity. 


One of the surgeons was in the habit 


of using picric acid as an antiseptic an.l 
his hands were therefore impregnated 
with the solution. One day, in lighting 
a cigarettp, a portion of the burning? 
match fell upon his hand, but instead 
of feeling it he noticed not the slightest 
pain. A short time afterward, while 
sealing a letter, some burning wax 
stuck to hie finger, and though it caut- 
erized the skin, he felt no sensation 
This set him to thinking1. and ho arrived 
at the conclusion that the acid had, to 
use his own words, "acted upon the 
tissues and tightened them." 


He began a series of experiments in 


treating burns with saturated solution, 
of picric acid. "All pain was instantly 
suppressed," he says in his report. 
"after having bathed the wound in a 
solution of this acid. Blisters did not 
form, and a cure was effected after four 
or five days. The only inconvenience 
was that the acid, which is commer- 
cially nsed in the manufacture of dyes, 
colored the skin yellow, but these stairm 
rapidly disappeared when washed with 
boric acid. Picric acid, moreover. 1* 
odorless, and is neither caustic, irritat- 
ing nor toxic in 3te effects." The cheap- 
ness of picric acid acd the cute -with 
which a proper solution of it may be- 
prepared ded kept ready have induced 
many of the large manufactories about 
Paris, whose workmen are frequently 
burned at their labors, to plttce jars 
about within easy reach, BO that those 
injured may be treated with as little de- 
lay as possible. 


The Spider Tree of Afrlro. 


Dr. Welwitach, who has recently ex- 


plored the country about Cape Negro 
'n Afr'ca, tells of a curious plant called 
the hpider tree. It grows on windy 
plains, its stems attaining a diame- 
ter of four feet, although it does not 
exceed one foot in height. It puts out 
two leaves, each K!X or eight feet in 
length, and these arc split by the whiff- 
ing of the wind into a number of stiff, 
narrow ribbons, bearing no little re- 
semblance to the legs of a gigantic 
spider.

most of these instruments that are ini 
general use at stations of the first or- 
1er record by means of electricity, and 
t is of these that a brief description 
vill be given. 


The glass electrical sunshine record- 


er is the name of t.he instrument used 
o register the sunshine. It is on the 
principle of the differential air ther- 
nometer, and consists of a straight 
'lass tube with cylindrical bulbs at 
«ich eud, the one at the lower end be- 
ng covered with lampblack, all in- 
closed in a glass sheath. 
The bulbs 


are filled with pure, dry air, and sealed' 
at a temperature of five degrees F. 
o secure greater density of air, and 
;he air in the two bulbs is separated 
>y a column of mercury. 
Thu space between the tube and the 


sheath is exhausted of air and sealed. 
A small amount of mercury is also in- 
serted in the blackened bulb. When 
,he sun is shining the blackened bulb 
more readily absorbs heat than the 
ilain one, and this causes the air in the 
slackened bulb to become warmer and 
lorces the mercury to expand; so that, 
so long as the sun continues to shine, a 
mark is made on the register every 
minute by on automatic attachment, in 
:he clock of a triple register, which' 
causes the electric circuit to be clo"»ed. 
But when the sun ii obscured by1 
clouds, an equilibrium of temperature. 
is established between the coliyims ofi 
air in the two bulbs, and the mercury 
falls in the blackened bulb. Every 
minute during the time1 that the sun is 
shining, a mark is made on the regis- 
ter. This record is tabulated, entered 
on a monthly sheet on a basis of hours. 


velocity and the time it ended. Snoh 
date as these are often nsedaa evidence 
in courts where damage has been occa- 
sioned by high winds. 


The direction from which the wind 


is blowing is registered by Che anemo- 
scope, or wind vane. It consist* of an 
Iron rod with spreading tail of wood, 
Bud so balanced that it is easily turned 
by the wind as it changes direction. 
The 'vane ia securely" fastened to an- 
other rod running vertically to the con- 
tact box. The entire weight of the 
vane is supported upon three anti-fric- 
tion rollers. 


Within the contact-box are the de- 


vices for securing electrical registra- 
tion. They consist of projections or 
'cams" attached to the lower end of 
the vertical rod, so arranged that in 
whichever direction the vane may be 
pointing at each minute interval that 
the circuit is closed by an automatic 
attachment connected with the clock 
of the register, a dot is made upon the 
registering sheet. These dots, in the 
relative way in which they mark on the 
sheet, represent either north-northeast, 
.fast, etc., recording to the eight princi- 
pal points of the compass. 


If the direction of the wind at the 


minute of contact is from the north, 
then the north contact ia closed iifethe 
contact box, and the current passes 
through the north magnet of the regis- 
ter, which causes the point of the arma- 
ture to record on the sheet. These data 
are tabulated and entered on a monthly 
sheet, showing the average direction 
from which the wind blew for each 
hour of the day and the prevailing di- 
rection of the month. The number of 
miles and the length of time that the 
wind blew from each direction are also 
tabulated. 


The automatic records of the sunshine 


recorder, the anemometer and the wind 
vane are registered on one instrument, 
which is called a metrograph or im- 
proved^triple register. The instrument 
has thitee essential pnrts,"the drum or 
cylinder, the clock and the electro- 
magnets. The drum is a brass cylin- 
der, upon which at noon each day a 
sheet, ruled off into hour and minute 
spaces, is placed. 
The cylinder is con- 


nected with the clock by means of an 
ordinary thumbscrew and is turned in 
exact accordance with the time, making 
four revolutions in the 24 hours. The 
marks indicating the miles of wind oro 
made at right angles to the direction of 
the revolution of,cylinder, and the num-

the pens or armatures when the electric 
circuit is closed.

B«T. Fruk CranV In Omaha. 


A special to the Chicago Journal from 


Omaha tells the following Story of Rev. 
Frar'- Crane's work in the latter city: 


•"Dr. Frank Crane, who has resigned 


the pastorate of the First Methodist 
church of this city to accept that of 
Trinity church, Chicago, came here 
from Bloomington, III., to a church that 
was badly divided and overwhelmingly 
in debt. The building was new, but 
there was a tremendous mortgage upon 
it. Crane was then little over 30 years 
old, and was not used to a city pulpit. 
But he has been very successful here. 
He began a series of attacks on city offi- 
cials the second year which aroused pub 
lie interest at once. 
These attacks did 


the city good, and were very popular. 
He then began reading at the opening 
of .his evening service what he called 
pulpit editorials, which were brief and 
to the point, and would not be cut, even 
in a newspaper office. 
These were 


printed every Monday morning in the 
newspapers, and in this way he grew to 
have a great influence. These editorials 
dealt with live topics, and the views 
were independent and strong. The re- 
sult has been that the church has now a 
membership of 600, and the debt has 
been cut in two, and there is harmony 
where there was discord. 
At the time 


of his resignation he was the leading 
minister of the city."

Strange 
to relate, his body showed but few in 
juries, but there was a hole found 
through his head, entering just above 
the ears. The remains were brought to 
this city and taken to the ,T. B. Bullard 
undertaking establishment on North 
Main street.
